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Brass Rail over the snack bar, and 
Hammond attributes this to the 
fact that the meat is of better 
quality and larger portions are 
also being given. 

“Our hamburgers are now 
handpacked with one-third pound 
fresh ground beef which is never 
frozen. More quality is also seen in 
the roast beef servings because we 
are using choice round portions of 
beef. The chili served is homemade 
and not from a can/' Hammond 
explained. 

The Brass Rail is supervised by 
Jim Fuller and Loretta Wilds, both 
who, according to Hammond, have 
extensive training background in 
restaurant management. 

“Jim and Loretta are doing an 
excellent job thus far with the 
establishment," he said. 

Fuller received training with

ARA's and Morrison's Cafeteria. 
Wilds has had experience with the 
Burger Queen and Burger Chef 
restaurants. 

The new food establishment also 
features a fix-it-yourself salad bar 
which is complete with 17 
different selections for your salad. 

“So far we have exceeded far 
past our expectations of what we 
would have been doing,” 
Hammond continued. 

“The opening of the Brass Rail 
has brought about the closing of 
the snack bar and deli which are 
located across the hall, however 
pimento spread and tuna are 
available near the salad bar in the 
cafeteria," he said. 

The snack bar has now been 
changed into an extension of the 
breakfast hot line. At8:30a.m„ the 
hot line closes for breakfast and the 


snack bar will continue to serve 
breakfast prior to lunch. 

“We are working on a plan to 
open up the snack bar at lunch and 
eventually turn it into an omelette 
shop,” he stated. 

Other plans are that cold cuts 
and barbecue might be worked 
into the menu on a limited basis. 

After an order is placed in Brass 
Rail, it will be bagged in a “to go" 
method. 

“The workers have overall 
adjusted to getting familiar with 
the methods of running a fast food 
joint. Our production type 
technique is going to take a lot of 
getting used to.” Hammond 
commented. 

With the opening of the Brass 
Rail, the cafeteria is now closed 
from 2-4 p.m. However, coffee will 
now be available in the Pacer 
Pantry for students who want 
coffee in a hurry. 

Business hours for Brass Rail 
are from 10:30 a.m.-ll p.m. 
Monday-Saturday. Sunday’s hours 
are from 2:30-11 p.m. 

Hammond stated that additional 
plans expected very .soon include 
plants, an outside sign and special 
wrappings for the sandwiches. 

“To sum it up, I am very pleased 
so far with the outstanding 
progress of the Brass Rail,” 
Hammond said. 


The UTM Department of Food 
Services added a new member to 
its family on Jan. 17. The new fast 
food operation located next to 
Pizazz is called the Brass Rail. 

According to Al Hammond, food 
services director, the Brass Rail is 
an expanded and advanced 
replacement for the snack bar 
which was located in the cafeteria. 

The Brass Rail features items 
from hamburgers, cheeseburgers, 
roast beef and ham sandwiches to 
hot pies, salads, homemade chili 
and steak sandwiches. 

“What we've done in the Brass 
Rail is tried to upgrade the quality 
on certain food products for the 
students here," Hammond said.

“Listen to this...just listen. It’ll 
be on in just a minute but you’ll 
have to listen closely,” said one 
coed to another Monday night at 
Century t 21 Cabaret in Martin. 

Just then, in the background of 
Pat Benatar’s “Hit Me with Your 
Best Shot,” a seemingly distant 
voice cried. “Hi Ho. Silver!" 

Although he attended the Boston 
Conservatory of Music, acted as a 
musician at various nightclubs in 
Memphis and in New Orleans and 
has written a book pending 
publication. James Russell Sylvia 
is the disc jockey at Century 21 
Cabaret in Martin. 

Sylvia, who is biding his time 
until his own club opens this April 
in Jackson, said he would rather 
stay in Martin at Century not only 
because the Western format of the 
club is what is selling, but also 
because he considers himself a 
teacher and Martin has students. . 

“Students are always searching 
for a teacher... someone to shed 
new light,” said Sylvia. “I always 
teach the basics because you can 
always learn the basics just one 
more time.” 

Sylvia (or “Silver” as he is best 
known because “I tell people my 
name's Sylvia and they say 
‘Silver’ ”) enjoys teaching students 
about his own music evolution 
theory. - 

“Music gets to us last...because it 
comes from us first,” Sylvia said. 
“You see, Memphis is the home and 
the heart of rhythm and blues and 
rock ’n roll originated from the 
blues.” 

According to Sylvia, such 
Memphis musicians as W.C. 
Handy, Elvis Presley and Issac 
Hayes had a great impact on the 
rock ’n roll industry. The Memphis 
rhythm traveled away from its 
origin (Memphis), according to 
Sylvia, and the music that evolved 
from the rhythm and blues in New 
York, England, Japan and Los 
Angeles traveled back to the 
center. 

Sylvia, who has been working as 
a disc jockey for three and a half 
years—the first three being at 
Century 21 in Dyersburg and the 
half in Martin—also has his own 
philosophy of entertaining as a disc 
jockey, stating that he is as 
electrifying as the customers. 

“I am simply a fuse in a box; the 
people are the 100,000 watts,” 
Sylvia said. “Like a fuse, I don’t 
retain...I return their energy.” 

At Century, Sylvia runs his sets 
on a clock basis, transcending from 
rock to country with smooth 
transitions to prohibit loosing 
contact with his audience. 
However, he said that occasionally,

Boling Addresses Century Club 


There are “real economic 
returns” to the state from money 
sp£ht on higher education, the 
University of Tennessee’s 
president said in remarks to the 
annual Century Club meeting in 
Martin Friday. 

Dr. Edward J. Boling told area 
members of UT’s Century Club 
that college “helps provide a pool of 
trained leaders who help the state 


attract new industry and 
business.” This- in turn adds to 
Tennessee’s revenue collections, he 
said. 

Boling’s talk is one in a series to 
alumni and friends across the state 
who contri bu te $ 100 or more a year 
to the university as part of UT's 
annual giving program. 

Last year, more than 22,000 
persons, including area residents, 


contributed about $1.5 million to 
the program, sponsored by UT’s 
National Alumni Association. 

“Those of us at UT believe that 
our state and nation get some 
pretty direct benefits from 
investments in the lives of 
Tennessee students,” Boling said. 
Cultural and social as well as 
economic benefits were among 
those listed.

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Support of Education 
Is Important To Future 


The time has come to remind our state 
legislators that we, the leaders of 
tomorrow, are not going to stand by and 
have the future taken from us. 

The decision to curtail state 
appropriations for education will set a 
dangerous precedent with far reaching 
effect on present and future residents of 
Tennessee. 

It is interesting to note that Governor 
Alexander, and the members of the 
State Legislature are, in effect, denying 
a younger generation and the 
population as a whole, personal benefits 
which they have already reaped. 

We must point out that not only do 
students benefit from a higher 
education, but every member of society 
eventually enjoys the product of our 
state supported universities. Research, 
sponsored by state supported 
universities, is what made it possible to 
turn the American Midwest into the 
“Breadbasket of the World.” Virtually 
every item you touch in you day-to-day 
living has been invented or improved 
upon by individuals with college 
backgrounds. 

H.G. Wells, in his book, “The Outline 
of History,” (Volume 15), observes that 
“Human history becomes more 
and more a race between 
education and catastrophe.” 

With the world facing the strain of 
ever increasing population, shrinking 
energy resources, international tension 
and mistrust, along with a host of other 
problems, higher education is the 
only prospect that allows hope for the 
future. 

State supported universities are of 


paramount importance to individuals as 
well. 

Without publicly supported 
universities, only those individuals who 
can afford a college degree will receive 
one. This will effectively split our 
society into two distinct classes. Those 
with wealth will learn how to 
accumulate more wealth while those 
without will lose the only available 
means of improving upon their 
condition. 

Lord Broughman, in an address to the 
House of Commons in England in 1828 
stated: 

“Education makes a people easy 
to lead but difficult to 
drive: easy to govern, but 
impossible to enslave." 

While not insinuating that the present 
administration plans to segregate the 
population that elected them, it is 
important to note the far reaching 
consequences arising from the short¬ 
sighted recommendation now being 
proposed. 

In the end, however, we must 
recognize that the people who elected 
these officials ultimately bear the 
responsibility of their actions. 

Fortunately, these same individuals 
can also register their displeasure. We 
must inform our representatives that 
we are a viable portion of the population 
and demand fair representation in the 
legislature. We must stop this 
disasterous trend in education before it 
becomes a tradition almost impossible 
to break. Not only for our own sake, but 
for the sake of future generations, it is 
the only rational thing to do. 


UTM and Northwest Tennessee were 
recently honored by receiving a 
contract totalling nearly half a million 
dollars from Japan’s Nihon University. 

The top quality of UTM’s programs in 
international education and 
engineering technology was the 
deciding factor in Nihon’s awarding the 
$450,000 contract. 

This contract is believed to be one of 
the largest single international 
contracts to be awarded to an 
American institute of higher education 
by a foreign university. 

200 Japanese students will now be 
able to participate in 10 weeks of 
concentrated study in English and an 
introductory survey course in 
engineering technology. 

Dr. John Eistorhold, director of the 
International Programs, deserves the 


credit for contacting Nihon University 
and negotiating the contract. 

Thank you Dr. Eisterhold for hard 
work in making this contract a reality. 

It is obvious that UTM has excellent 
educational programs and deserves this 
honor shown by Nihon University. 

The Pacer agrees with Chancellor 
Smith that this contract will enhance 
UTM’s image as a quality educational 
institution. 

We are also hopeful that the contract 
really will provide enough financial 
support for academics and auxiliary 
enterprises during the summer months. 

The Pacer is pleased that UTM and 
Northwest Tennessee have another 
opportunity to derive further cultural 
and educational benefits from this 
program.

Dear Editors: 

In the “rationalistic bias” 
society in which we 
currently reside, the 
university has become the 
predominant institution 
from which the myths of our 
age are issued. As such, the 
University is s predominant 
factor in the determination 
of our sense of reality. 

So far, the University has 
moved toward a presenta¬ 
tion of knowledge that is 
continually becoming more 
and more removed from the 
experience of the individual. 
If we allow the University to 
become the church of our 
age, “the guardian of 
reality.” who will watch that 
the ivory towers do not 
stagnate in their responsi¬ 
bility of creative movement? 

We can break down the 
present University hier¬ 
archy into three sections: 1 
the faculty, 2. the adminis¬ 
trative staff and 3. the 
students. 

The faculty, as such, has a 
responsibility to inform the 
student in a meaningful 
relationship, to encourage 
creativity in the student and 
to be aware of their own 
belief-structures and 
remain open to new 
perspectives. 

The administration has 
isolated itself from the 
pursuit of knowledge by 
becoming the mechanistic 
portion of the University. It 
tells usof its responsibility of 
maintaining the economics 
and politics of the university 
but. in its isolation, it often 
disregards its ethical 
responsibility. 

It has become a self- 
replicating entity distinct 
from the rest of the 
University, endlessly in 
pursuit of new members to 
share and create new profit 
and, as such, it often 
disregards the student in its 
political and economic play. 
As the bureaucracy contin¬ 
ues to create finer divisions 
within itself it will become 


continually more removed 
from the rest of the 
university until its functions 
become that of parasitic 
feeding. 

The student has an equally 
dominant role in the 
university. The student is a 
reflection of and a creator of 
the university. Unfortun¬ 
ately. we have often failed in 
our responsibility of 
demanding and creating 
quality education More 
than either the administra¬ 
tion or the faculty, the 
student holds the responsi¬ 
bility of guarding the 
university from stagnation. 
The student must be aware 
of the university as his and 
examine its state of affairs 
and voice his opinion. 

Obviously the university 
should be regarded as a 
community and. as such, 
should strive to maintain 
open lines of communication 
between its members. 
Unfortunately isolationism 
has set in and lines of 
communication are being 
severed little by little 
through bureaucratic 
retraints. Paradoxically, 
those who have tried to 
strenthen the lines of 
communication have been 
labelled anarchists. 

Perhaps now, in regard to 
the controversy concerning 
Bonnie Hernon, we have a 
chance to make a qualitative 
expression. We should 
examine the issue and voice 
our opinions, whatever they 
may be. This issue and its 
effect are not confined to fine 
arts: this issue will effect the 
quality of our education. 

We should not approach 
this issue with senseless 
radicalism. Nor. hopefully, 
will we, in our approach to 
this issue, see the immature, 
short-sighted and banal 
expressions of unreflective 
students as we saw in the 
nationalistic anti-Iranian 
protest of the fall of 1979.

Bennett ‘Crows’Shakespeare

“I'm not only the editor of 
the journal,” he pointed out,” 
but the copy editor, too." 

That requires hours and 
hours of work for Bennett- 
examining each writing 
(especially quotations) 
against any of eight or ten 
Shakespearean editors that 
vary in minute details. 

Not only does it require 
much extra time, but also 
much money to print 1,000 


{3,000 per issue in 
comparison to $2,500 for the 
first one three years ago. 

“It’s a labor of love. It's not 
something I do for profit,” 
Bennett said. 

However, he hopes that 
subscriptions will grow as a 
result of “The Upstart 
Crow” listed in the "World’s 
Shakespeare Biblography” 
and the “Modern Language 
Association," which are in 
all college libraries. 


“There's an upstart crow 
who’s trying to beautify 
himself with our feathers.” 
writer Robert Green once 
jeolously said of Shake¬ 
speare. 

The “upstart crow”, 
however, still enjoys 
popularity and lives on as a 
great dramatistand English 
poet. 

And at UTM, he lives on in 
a unique way—with the help 
of an assistant English 
professor, William E. 
Bennett. 

Bennett is the editor of 
"The Upstart Crow,” a 
journal of critical essays 
about Shakespeare's writ¬ 
ings. 

“I think this is probably 
the most important single 
academic thing that’s ever 
been done at this school, 
because it draws the 
attention of the schools all 
over the world to us,” said 
Bennett, the originator of 
the idea. 

Essays from universities 
across the United States and 
Canada are read by Bennett 
for possible publication in 
the Shakespearean journal. 

Editing as little as needed, 
he views the author’s 
originality and writing 
style. 

If it is intialed, the essay is 
sent into the hands of an 
"associate editor” from 
UTM’s English department, 
University of California at 
Davis, University of 
Winnipeg or Murray State. 

They give Bennett their 
opinions, though the final 
decision rests with the 
editor. 

“I rely very much on what 
they think. I wouldn't have it 
any other way,” he said. 

A commercial printer 
receives the approved essays 
and Bennett waits for the

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State Funds Mainstay of Education

The prospect of student fees 
escalating 20-30 percent next year 
has caused no little concern on the 
part of many students. 


NEWSANALYLSIS 


In the 1980 edition of the 
Department of Education’s "The 
Condition of Education", the 
importance of state funds to public 
universities is graphically 


illustrated. 

Tuition accounts for only 15 
percent, on the average, of all 
revenues taken in by public 
universities throughout the 
country, according to figures 
published by the Department of 
Education. 

The average university receives 
a full 42 percent of its necessary 
revenue from state funds. Sales 
and services by the university 
account for 22 percent of the 
income. Government grants ana 
contracts account for the same 
percentage of revenue as tuition, 


with the Federal Government 
contributing only three percent. 

Three percent also comes from 
other miscellaneous sources. 

In contrast, according to the 


Tuition, in this case, provides 33 
percent of necessary revenue and 
more .han makes up for the lack of 
slate funds. Twenty-eight percent 
comes from government agency 
grants and contracts, 81 percent 


percent comes from other sources. 

Two years ago, the tuition paid 
by the average college student in 

Tennessee accounted for only 12 
percent of the university’s revenue.

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according to the Department of 
Education. Vermont in 1978, was 
the state with the highest 
percentage of the university's 
revenues coming from student 
tuition. Vermont’s 30 percent 
compared with Alaska’s low of two 
percent. 

Tennessee is one of 41 states, 
however, where state and local 
government appropriations per 
full time student enrolled 
increased from 1975 to 1978. 

Tennessee appropriations rose 
from $1,700 per student in 1976 to 
$2,100 in 1978. This compared to a 
high in 1978 of $5,800 per student 
in Alaska and a low of $1,200 in 
Vermont. 

According to Francis M. Gross, 


vice chancellor for business and 
finance*in an intrview with The 
Pacer last week, student fees at 
UTM provide nearly thirty 
percent of the university’s budget. 
This indicates that UTM is quickly 
approaching the national average 
for private universities as 
reported by the Department of 
Education. 

Even if students do contribute a 
large portion of a university’s 
revenue, they reap an even larger 
portion of the benefits. 

In 1978. approximately 52 
percent of public university's 
expenditures were directed 
toward student education. 
Auxiliary enterprises accounted 
for 16 percent, while 11 percent 
went for research. The remainder 
was spread over hospitals and 
independent operations, 10%; 
public services, 7%; and 
scholarships and fellowships, 4%. 

Recent cutbacks by government 
in education funds could indicate a 
major policy revision on the behalf 
of legislators. If the trend 
continues, state supported higher 
education could face real problems 
in the near future, at least in 
Tennessee.
